First Insecurity 


For the first time since the 
War, the Jewish micro-minor- 
ity of a few tens of thousands 
within a total Polish popula- 
tion of some 20.000,000 
te feel insecure: but although 
antisemitic incidents multipl- 
ied to the point where the 
Jews’ personal safety as well 
as their self-respect were 
threatened, the administrative 
authorities and the courts 
turned a deaf ear to com- 
Plaints. 

The Attorney-General’s of- 
fice was quietly but specifical- 
ly instructed — partly in 
view of the difficulties which 
the new government was 
facing both at home and ab- 
road — not to institute legal 
Proceedings in incidents in- 
volving offences, by word or 
deed. to the Jewish national 
feeling. although the penal 
code of People's Poland clear- 
ly stipulated that they were 
heavily punishable crimes — 
and despite the fact that Go- 
mulka's ‘accession 
Was generally marked by 
strict attention to the prin- 
ciples of just government in 
rractice and the conscientious 
implementation of constitu- 
tional rights The victims of 
such antisemitic incidents were 
informed that they could file 
rrivate suits. and ore 
victim — for his own protec- 
tion at a time when the gu- 
thority of the government and 
the party had largely broken 
down—was quickly issued a 
passport to Israel. 

All this is far from a com- 
plete picture of the desperate 
situation. of Poland’s Jews 
during that period.

Because of this wide effort 
on the part of American 
Jewry, this community is no 
longer living in a kind of 
self-imposed ghetto; it is 
doing what every religious 
group should do.

It is true that American- 
Jewish life hag certain de- 
finite limitations. Jewish 
education in general is very

It is 
also true that 80 long as 
Jewish education in America 
remains so inadequate the

ewry ig dedicated will be 
defeated. That purpose is to 
contribute its distinctive 
quota to the generality of 
American life and so fulfil 
the mission of Israel in the 
Diaspora, 


It is in this field that Ame- 
rica could profit much from 
the State of Israel; for if 
the religious authorities here 
contribute little to the gene- 
ral spread of Jewish ideas 
and idealg in the State, Jew- 
ish scholarship is gradually 


But even here there is lit- 
tle room for complacency, 
for Jewish scholarship here 
is, if one may make a bold 
generalization, achieving its 
efflorescence only in those 
limited fields which are in a 
sense closely associated with 
tradition.

The ship 
would anchor at the quay, 
and the pilgrims would go 
straight into the cleansing 
rooms. Their clothes wonld be 
taken away and they would 
receive white pyjamas. Some 
would then be transferred to 
barracks, and some to hotels 
— according to their financial 
means.

E entered e-Tor after it 

had been conquered by 
the Israel Defence Forces. We 
were greeted at first by the 
flattery which accompanies 
surrender. I gathered the lo- 
cal leaders and informed 
them that I was Governor, 
and that, with the establish- 
ment of the military adminis- 
tration, a nightly curfew 
would be enforced. Mutual 
confidence was established 
after a few days and it grew 
from day to day. Among the 
leaders, the Umde or MukAtar, 
Muhammed Abdul Kader, a 
man of 65 — weak-willed, | 
soft, an opium- smoker who 
held his position only be- 
cause of his family connec- 
tions: and the Beduin sheikh, | 
Salem Jabali Bureik, Whose 
Arab Um Zeina tribe actual-| 
ly wandered all over the 
Southern Sinai

This blue-eyed sheikh. a ho 
wore an army officer's belt 
across his chest. boasted to 
me that in 1931 he had taken 
part, at the head of 1,000 men 
on camels, in the war between 
Sherif Abdullah and Ibn Saud. 
and only a few had returned 
after the defeat in Transjor- 
dan. 

Then there was Paulo An- 
sara, the rich merchant, who | 
provided the food for all the 
inhabitants of South Sinai. A’ 
fat, large-bodied Greek, in e- 
Tor for the fourth generation, | 
he spoke Greek in his home.

When I returned from leave 
in Israel, I brought him a 
pair of shoes as a gift to his 
three-year-old daughter and 
he was very proud that his 
daughter should receive a pre- 
sent from the Military Gov-| 
ernor.

Orders were given to prov- 
ide electricity for those houses 
which were not yet connect- 
ed up. The inhabitants were 
allowed to retain radio sets 
and use them. Cafés could 
open as usual. The water- 
wells were maintained by lo- 
cal people who received a 
monthly salary. Fishermen 
were given permission to fish 
and were even allowed to re- 
main outside the anchorage | 
for successive days. They sold 
their catch to the army and |

appeared. At first they were 
2 400 Egyptian pri- 


afraid to approach us but the 
fear soon passed and they be- 
gan to speak to us. We were | 
readily invited to their tents | 
as guests and came into live- 
ly direct contact with each 
tribe. We had known nothing | 
of their encampments where | 
they were camped and their 
number. They lived mainly in 
secret places, away from the 
main paths and not far from 
the sources of waiter. 


Ultimately, I visited most | 


of their encampment sites and 
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tality is high and most fami- 
lies have only one or two 
children. I met one women 
who had given birth to 11 
children, but all but four had 
died. The Beduin used to 
come down to e-Tor to re- 
ceive food, bringing a little 
charcoal and goat cheese 
with them. Thus they eked 
out a living. They also added 
a little to their Income by 
smuggling hashish. 

Near the famous Wadi Mu- 
katab is a settlement made 
up entirely of stone houses. 
called el-Bej. No one lives 
there; it serves solely as a 
food store and supply centre 
for the Beduin. No one steals: 
the desert laws are 
strictly kept. These storage 
places reminded me of the 
same type of buildings used 
by Negev Beduin for this pur- 
pose. | 

They were not happy under. 
the Egyptian Administration. | 
The area was on the border 
and under military control 
The Egyptian border guard 
had treated them badly and 
that was one of the reasons 
why the Egyptians fleeing 
from the front did not seek 
asylum with the Beduin but 
preferred to become prisoners | 


of war. On the East coast 
there were only two settle-| 
ments, Dahab and Nebk. 


where the houses were made 
of palm branches and used 
by the Beduin only during the 
fishing and date seasons. 
O the weeks and months 
passed. Life continued | 
calmly, with trust and coope- | 
ration from the inhabitants | 
who accepted the Israel Ad- 
ministration without demur- 
ring, until, one day, we receiv- | 
ed the order to withdraw. A
